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Waste and Want.

Mrs. Haskell, in her Mousehold Kncyclope
<lia, enumerates a long list of small household
leaks whi^h we commend to the careful at

ten lion o I' e verv housek eepe r:

"Much waste is experienced in the boiling
etc. of meats. Unless watched, the cook will
throw m*t the water without letting it. cool to

rake off the tat, or scrape the pipping pan
into tire swill-paii. The grease is useful in
many ways. It can be-burned in lamps mixed
with l ira; or, when no poik has been boiled
with it, made, into candies. When pork has
been boiled alone, it will do to fry cakes, if
cleansed. Again, bits of meat are thrown out
which would make hashed meat or hash. The
ft >ur is sifted in a wasteful-manner, or
reread pan left with the dough sticking to it..

® Pie crint is left, and iaid by to sour, instead of
making a few larts lor tea, etc. Cake batter
is thrown out because but- little is left. Cold
puddings are considered good*fir not.hing,
when oftentimes they can be steamed for the
next day, or as in the case of rice, made over
in other forms. Vegetables are thrown away
rhat would warm for breakfast nicely. Dish
cloths are thrown where mice can destroy
them. Soap is left in water.to dissolve, or

more used rhan is necessary. If Barh brick,
whiting, rotten stone, etc., are used, much is
wasted uselessly. The scrub-brush is left in
water, pails scorched by the stove, tubs and
barrels leit in the sun to dry and fall apart,
chamber pails allowed to rust, tins not dried,
aud ironware rusted ; nice knives used for
cooking in the kitchen ; silver spoons used to,

scrape kettles, or forks to toast bread..
Rinsings of sweetmeats, and skimmings of
sirup, which make good vinegar, are thrown
out; cream is allowed to mould and spoil;
mustard to dry in the pot, and vinegar to
corrode the castor ; tea, roasted coffee, pepper
and spices, to stand open and lose their
strength. Tne molasses jug loses the cork,
and the flies J^ke possession. Sweetmeats are

open and forgotten. Vinegar is drawn in a

basin and allowed to stand until both basin
aud vinegar are spoiled. Sugar is spilled lrom
the barrels, coffee from the sack and tea from
the chest. Different sauces are made too

sweet, and both sauce aud sugar wasted.
Dried fruits have not been taken care of in
reason, and become wormy. The vinegar on

pickles loses strength, or leaks out, and the
pickles become soft. Potatoes in the cellar
grow, and the sprouts are not removed until
tliey become worthless. Apples decay for
want of looking over. Pork spoils for want of
^alt, and beef because the brine wants scalding.
Hams become tainted, or filled with vermin,
for want of the ruht protection. Dried beef
becomes so hard that it cannot be cut; cheese
moulds, and is eaten by mice or vermin; lard is
not well tried in the Pall, and. becomes tainted,
batter spoils for want, of being well maie at
fcrst. Bones are burned that would make
soap ; ashes are thrown out carelessly, endan¬
gering the premivses and being wasted.
